Col. T. E. Snow, DOC Military Dis¬ 
trict 13, Calgary, and Major H. J. 
Towerton, ED, special assistant to 
the DOC, Calgary, addressed a rep¬ 
resentative meeting of the citizens of 
the Crows’ Nest Pass at a public meet¬ 
ing held in Blairmore Wednesday eve- 
ninig in connection with the forma¬ 
tion of the 22nd Armored Brigade, 
RCEME, in the Crows’ Nest Pass. 

W. H. Chappell occupied the chair, 
and after briefly explaining the rea¬ 
sons and objects of the meeting, called 
upon Major M. G. Smith, manager of 
the Royal Bank, Blairmore, to intro¬ 
duce the speakers of the evening. 

Col. Snow expressed his thanks for 
the fine attendance of the people of 
the Pass and went on to explain the 
requirements for the formation of an 
armored brigade workshop unit. Aside 
from the military requirements, he 
explained that there were many op¬ 
portunities for the personnel and 
women folk through community ac¬ 
tivities at the drill hall. 

Sneaking on parades, Col. Snow ex¬ 
plained that two parades of two hours 
per week would be necessary with 
two weeks at camp each year. Two 
weekly parades would constitute one 
day at prevailing army rate of pay. 
He also stated that morning classes 
could be arranged to accommodate the 
men employed on the afternoon shift 
at the coal mines in the district. He 
also stated that it was the depart¬ 
ment’s wish to erect permanent build¬ 
ings as soon as possible, but due to 
labor and material shortages the 
buildings would not be constructed for 
two years at least, but in the mean¬ 
time there are some suitable buildings 
in Blairmore which could be used tem¬ 
porarily, and that an engineer would 
report on their condition and suitabil¬ 
ity in the near future. 

Major Towerton gave the meeting a 
complete lineup on the arms, equip¬ 
ment and machinery needed for the 
establishment of the brigade workshop 
unit. Vehicles, from motorcycles to 
tanks, would be supplied by the de¬ 
partment with a full complement of 
armaments. Total of all ranks for a 
brigade workshop unit numbered 285 
officers, non-coms and men, and a few 
specialists from the permanent army 
would be posted in the Pass. 

Among those present at the meeting 
who spoke in favor of a brigade work¬ 
shop unit being formed in the Crows’ 
Nest Pass were Mayor F. Aboussafy, 
J. J. McIntyre and Fred Antrobus, of 
Coleman; W. McEachem and W. 
Hayne, of Bellevue; Donald Thornton, 
Hillcrest; John Kerr, Frank; Mayor 
E Williams, A. R. Bourne, F. J. Lote 
and S. G. Bannan, Blairmore. 

It was agreed to start immediately 
to organize the brigade unit in the 
Crows’ Nest Pass, and citizens’ com¬ 
mittees are to be formed to work in 
conjunction with the army officers. 

A hearty vote of thanks was passed 
by the meeting to Col. Snow and Ma¬ 
jor Towerton^for their attendance, and 
for the valuable information present¬ 
ed. 


Preliminary work in connection 
with the formation of the 22nd Ar¬ 
mored Brigade Workshop, RCEME, 
in the Crows’ Nest Pass area is 
progressing satisfactorily. Lt. Col 
Jones, district engineer officer, and 
Major Thompson, RCE, were in 
Blairmore on Tuesday for the pur¬ 
pose of looking over buildings 
which might be available and could 
be used as temporary quarters until 
more satisfactory accommodation 
can be constructed. As Col. T. E. 
Snow said last week, it may not be 
possible to build an armory for at 
least two years, and in the mean¬ 
time temporary accommodation is 
being arranged. \ 

It is understood that this unit 
will number 285 all ranks, and of 
this number there will be a total 
of 221 tradesmen. For the benefit 
of those not versed in service terms, 
tradesmen is a term applied to per¬ 
sonnel of a unit who are qualified 
in various crafts and arts which are 
applicable to or can be used in 
meeting the day to day require¬ 
ments of the three services 

The 22nd Armored Brigade, RC 
EME, includes the following trades 
in its establishment—blacksmiths, 
carpenters, coach trimmers and up¬ 
holsterers, automobile mechanics 
(including fitters), electricians, in¬ 
strument mechanics, all branches 
of radio communication and repair 
work, sheet metal workers, turners, 
acetylene and electric welders. 

Classes of instruction in all these 
trades will be conducted by the 
active army instructors, assisted by 
members of the local committee 
who are qualified in special trades. 

In addition to the trades men¬ 
tioned above, this Reserve Army 
Unit will also give instruction to 
its members in driving all types 
of army vehicles, including motor 
cycles, jeeps; 15-cwt, 3-ton and 6- 
ton trucks. Two tanks are expected 
to be included in the training equip¬ 
ment, and full instruction will be 
given in the handling of these under 
their own power and by tank trans¬ 
porter. 

It is understood that an officer of 
the RCEME will be in the area next 
week and will address a public 
meeting in Coleman on March 4.

Calgary Army 
Eliminate Grands 
From Play-Offs 

Army Won 4-0 At Calgary And 

Lost 1-4 In Coleman to Win 

Series 5-4; Grands Came Within 

An Ace of Winning Series. 

Paced by the veteran Duke Kwas- 
nie, Grands came within an ace of 
tying their two-game total-goals 
series with Calgary Army at the 
arena on Saturday night. Down 4-0 
as a result of the game played at 
Calgary last Thursday, Grands 
went full out to eliminate the 
deficit and scored three goals in the 
first hectic period which saw Army 
literally hanging on the ropes under 
a blistering attack. 

Kwasnie opened the scoring with 
a goal in the first five minutes. Bill 
Fraser made it 2-0 a minute later, 
accompanied by a deafening cheer 
from a large attendance of spec¬ 
tators. Continued pressure brought 
another goal at 12 minutes when 
Neil Andrews punched home Kwas- 
nie’s assist.

McTaggart Speaks 
To Veterans 
On "Credits" 


Many Questions Asked Follow¬ 
ing A brief Address; Local Boys 

To Be Aided In Several Cases. 

Mr. S. G. McTaggart, superin¬ 
tendent of Veterans’ Re-Establish¬ 
ment Credits, Calgary, addressed 
a meeting in the council chambers 
on Monday evening on Re-Estab¬ 
lishment Credits before a well at¬ 
tended gathering of veterans and 
Coleman Reception and Rehabilita¬ 
tion Committee. George Derbyshire 
was chairman, due to the unavoid¬ 
able absence of rehabilitation 
president S. C. Short. 

The question of rehabilitation, 
stated Mr. McTaggart, fell into two 
classes. The first class was to give 
the soldier his clotirng allowance 
once he returned to his original 
base, give him a certain amount 
of money and to give him trans¬ 
portation home. The second class 
was the real problem of rehabilita¬ 
tion, and that was to assist him in 
rehabilitating himself in civilian 
life. The Dominion was divided into 
sixteen sections, each section to aid 
the veterans within its respective 
borders. Southern Alberta was 
served through the Calgary office. 
The second class was divided into 
three classifications, viz. 1, Veter¬ 
ans’ Land Act; 2, training those 
veterans seeking some vocation or 
a university education, etc.; 3, take 
care of the veterans who were un¬ 
able to take part in the first two. 

The credits, stated Mr. McTag¬ 
gart, were equal to the basic gra¬ 
tuity. Credits were to be issued to 
place the veteran in a job or a 
home. Credits could be used to 
purchase a home, repair or modern¬ 
ize a home, or to help pay a mort¬ 
gage on a home. Persons who did 
not require to use their credit in 
any one of the above methods were 
at liberty to use their credits in the 
government’s veterans’ insurance. 

This ended Mr. MsTaggart’s 
address, and he asked that ques¬ 
tions be asked him as by this means 
he would be better able to clear up 
points which may be troubling some 
veterans. 

Following are a few of the ques¬ 
tions asked: 

A local soldier’s English bride 
had had her allowance stopped. 
Questioner was advised to have a 
letter sent to the Canadian Wives’ 
Bureau in London regarding her 
allowances. Cause was due to the 
fact that the soldier had now 
received his discharge, and another 
department was now liable for issu¬ 
ing the English bride her allow¬ 
ances. 

How does the National Housing 
Act work? The veteran pays a cer¬ 
tain percentage of the purchase 
in cash. The balance of the amount 
is guaranteed by the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 'The loans are issued by 
mortgage companies who, due to 
the government guarantee, grant 
loans based on smaller than aver¬ 
age interest rates. 

Can credits be spent on furni¬ 
ture? Yes, providing that the furni¬ 
ture purchases are necessary for 
the veterans’ rehabilitation. Items 
such as $600 radios, chests of solid 
silverware are defmately out. 
Frigidaires are permissable. 

When a veteran dies his credits 
die with him, but not his gratu¬ 
ities, which will be credited to the 
deceased’s estate.

SWIFT CALCULATOR 

Mathematical Robot Solves Problems 
In Very Fast Time 

By combining a centuries-old gad¬ 
get with the latest in electronics, 
the United States Army camd up 
with a 30-ton monster it calls “th< 
world’s fastest calculating machine” 

It may make possible more accu¬ 
rate weather forcasting, improved 
industrial products and general ad¬ 
vances in science and engineering, 
the Ordnance department said in 
veiling the mathematical robot de¬ 
scribed as 1,000 times faster than 
any other calculating machine 
built. 

Known as the "eniac”—for “elec¬ 
tronic numerical integrator and com¬ 
puter”—this mechanical Einstein de¬ 
signed by scientists of the University 
of Pennsylvania can solve in hours 
problems that “would take years” on 
any other machine. 

can compute in one second the 
sum of a five-digit number added to 
itself of 5,000 times. The Eniac also 
subtracts, divides, multiplies, 
tracts square roots, and does complex 
equations. 

The machine originally was intend¬ 
ed to furnish faster means of com¬ 
puting complicated problems of bal¬ 
listics, the mathematics of weapons. 

Scientists say it may offer a swift¬ 
er calculating mechanism for weath¬ 
er forecasters, industrial designers, 
construction engineers, astronomers, 
research scientists and atomic 
physicists. 

While it operates entirely by elec¬ 
tronics, and contains no moving 
mechanical parts, it employs the 
basic principle of the “abacus” an 
ancient-style counting board still in 
use by many Chinese. 

The "abacus” utilizes bead-like 
counters strung on parallel rods or 
wires. The eniac has thousands of 
tiny neon light bulbs, arranged in 
of 10 like the beads of an! 
abacus. 

When punched cards, containing ] 
holes corresponding to arithmetical 
numbers, are fed into the eniac, the 
light bulbs flash on and off in 
proper combinations. 

Fast-moving electrons, fed at the 
rate of 5,000 a second activate the 
machine, and an ingenious arrange¬ 
ment of electrical circuits determines j 
whether a problem in addition, sub- 
straction, division, multiplication or 
square rooting is to be done. An-1 
swers to problems pop out of the 
machine on other punched cards. 

The machine cost $400,000, includ¬ 
ing all research and development | 
work, but future models could be 
built "much more cheaply,” scientists 
said.

HARD ON ARTISTS

New Plastic Discovery 

It May Revolutionize Many Branches 
Of Industry 

The development by United King¬ 
dom industry of a new material 
which may prove the perfect plastic 
is reported by a London News 
Chronicle correspondent. The cor¬ 
respondent writing from Barrow (the 
North England industrial centre) 
states: “Experts from Imperial 
Chemical Industries have been co¬ 
operating with specialists on Vickers 
Armstrong staff in Barrow shipyard 
and the result is said to be remark¬ 
able. In the opinion of experts, the 
new material, the name of which has 
not yet been disclosed, may well 
revolutionize many branches of in¬ 
dustry.” The plastic is stated to look 
and feel like candle wax; to be un¬ 
breakable, non-inflammable and heat- 
resisting. Of much lighter density 
than wood it will float, is waterproof 
and absorbing and can be sawn like 
wood.

It 
will undoubted be offered to a den¬ 
tist who will make his home here 
and will be an added inducement 
for any dentist who might consider 
setting up a practice in Coleman. 

IS SKATING ARENA 
TO BE MOVED 

Last fall there seemed to be a 
movement afoot to promote com¬ 
munity interest towards moving the 
skating arena alongside the curling 
arena in Flummerfelt Park. During 
the past three months little or noth¬ 
ing has been heard on the subject 
and the public as a whole appear to 
be disinterested.

WHAT IS 
RUSSIA’S GAME. 

Russia’s behavior since the close 
of hostilities has people of the 
western world wondering just what 
is her game.

Russia of today reminds us of 
a bully. She is so possessed with 
her successful fight against the 
Nazis and her new found world im¬ 
portance that she evidently thinks 
the world should kneel at her 
knees in divine blessing for de¬ 
liverance from evil. Stalin and Mol- 
atoff know the gigantic aid given 
the Russian war effort by the Brit¬ 
ish Commonwealth of Nations and 
the United Nations. Then why do 
these two key Russian figures per¬ 
mit their government departments 
to interfere so coarsely in world 

events ? 

FALLOW NOT SYMPATHETIC 
TOWARDS MOTORISTS 

W. A. Fallow must have got up 
from the wrong side of bed Mon¬ 
day morning, judging from his 
harangue in the legislature. He is 
peeved at Mayor Ainley, of Edmon¬ 
ton, so to get even he is going to 
take the Alberta Government Tele¬ 
phone headquarters to Calgary. Th e 
Alberta Motor Association is evi¬ 
dently working up too much opin¬ 
ion against Alberta’s poor roads 
so he defends himself by branding 
the AMA as an association led by 
politicians and to finish off the day 
he takes a crack at the CCF which 
apparently is always good bait for 
criticism. 

In regard to the AMA he made 
a remark which tens of thousands 
of Alberta motorists will emphat¬ 
ically disagree and doubtless will 
let him know about it. Here it is: 

“I do not believe in ear-marking 
the revenues from gasoline and mo¬ 
tor licenses for road purposes. I do 
not believe in that any more than 
I believe in earmarking the whiskey 
revenue for bigger and better 
whiskey bottles and bigger and bet¬ 
ter jails to take care of its vic¬ 
tims.” 

This is a most childish statement 
and undoubtedly matches Fallow’s 
childish nature for he has proved 
time and again that he cannot take 
criticism, no matter from What 
quarter. He has been in the driver’s 
seat for many years and has been 
able to get away with his childish 
behaviour. It’s about time Premier 
Manning gave Fallow’s behaviour 
detailed study and take corrective 
measures. 

Why shouldn’t revenue from gas¬ 
oline and car licenses not be ear¬ 
marked for highway improvement? 
Doesn’t the motorist pay his full 
share of the other taxes collected 
by the government? He most cer¬ 
tainly does, then why, simply be¬ 
cause he owns a car, should he be 
penalized by further taxation to the 
general revenue of the province? 

Funds received from gasoline 
taxes and car licenses when spent 
on roads, build up greater tourist 
traffic which in turn benefits the 
province as a whole. We most cer- 
taily disagree with Fallow compar¬ 
ing highway revenues on roads to 
bigger and better whiskey bottles. 
The comparison is absurd.

may be allowed into the institution 
for as long as his term in the 
forces, his credits taking dare of 
his tuition fees, etc. Shodld he only 
be part way through his course by 
the time his time runs out, then it 
is up to him to personally come to 
some arrangement with university 
authorities to finish his course. The 
government reserves the right to 
put a student through university 
should his time have elapsed, pro¬ 
vided he shows remarkable ability 
and would be an asset both to him¬ 
self and the country. 

Boys who have failed to complete 
high school and who wish to enter 
technical school are at liberty to do 
so, their credits taking care of ex¬ 
penses. 

A soldier requiring medical care 
can contact his local doctor who is 
at liberty to give him the neces¬ 
sary treatment, invoicing the gov¬ 
ernment for such treatment. How¬ 
ever, if a soldier's wound is such 
that the local doctor is unable to 
give it proper treatment, then the 
doctor gives him a note which is 
in turn sent to the military hospi¬ 
tal, who in turn sends transporta¬ 


tion to the soldier and provides him 
with the necessary hospitalization 
adn treatment. 

Chairman Derbyshire closed the 
meeting with a vote of thanks to 
Mr McTaggart. 

Eight Veterans Get 
Results From 
McTaggart’s Address 

An address was given here on 
Monday evening by S. G. McTag¬ 
gart, superintendent of Re-Estab¬ 
lishment Credits’ office, Calgary, on 
the subject “Re-Establishment 
Credits.” A nice crowd was present 
to hear the speaker. 

As a direct result of the address 
no less than eight Coleman veterans 
visited the National Selective Serv¬ 
ice office the following morning and 
interviewed James Lote on pension 
problems. Every one of the eight 
were given a full explanation on 
points not clear to them. Mr. Lote 
told The Journal of one instance 
where a young Coleman couple 
came to him Tuesday morning re¬ 
garding purchase of a home. They 
had only sufficient gratuity left to 
put a down payment on the home. 


They knew or understood little or 
nothing about Re-Establishment 
Credits. When Mr. Lote explained 
to them where they could use the 
balance of the gratuity plus some 
of the credits to purchase the home 
they were more than overjoyed. In 
fact the young wife just couldn’t 
believe it. “But just how are we 
going to pay the government back 
the money they are advancing to 
us?” she asked. Mr. Lote finally 
made it clear the government was 
not advancing any money, but was 
giving them money that was actu¬ 
ally theirs. 

Mr. Lote advises all veterans who 
a|re possibly a little puzzledi on 
some points of re-establishment 
credits to interview their local re¬ 
habilitation committee or come di¬ 
rectly to him and he will person¬ 
ally help them. 

Another point that was brought 
up for discussion on Monday eve¬ 
ning was a hospital bill incurred by 
a member of a soldier’s family. It 
has been outstanding for some 
months. The Journal was given to 
understand Tuesday evening that if 
that soldier will report at the NSS 
office, the matter will bp taken care 
of to the soldier’s complete satis¬ 
faction.

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The World Food Crisis 


THE MOST SERIOUS PROBLEM which has arisen since the end of 
the war is the world food shortage, which has become increasingly critical 
during the last few months. In the past, starvation and plague have very 
often followed in the wake of war, but it was hoped that this time, means 
might be found to avert disasters such as these. The world has now been 
told, however, that it is facing the greatest food crisis in modern times, 
and that even with a maximum effort on the part of those nations which 
have food to export, sufficient supplies are not available to provide ade¬ 
quately for all the people in Europe and Asia between now and the next 
harvest. Great Britain, Canada, the United States, and other countries 
who are able to export food, have taken measures to increase shipments 
abroad, but even their best efforts cannot be expected to completely 
alleviate the present crisis. 

, The world shortage of cereals is one of the most 

Attributed To serious aspects of the food situation. This shortage

* and other foods has increased the use of bread and 

cereals in Europe. At the same time, due to the devastation of war, the 
acreage sown in wheat and cereal crops on that continent has been greatly 
reduced. In addition, adverse weather conditions caused those crops which 
were sown in Europe last year, to be one of the poorest in history. The 
annual pre-war wheat crop in Europe averaged some forty-two million tons, 
while this year the yield was estimated at only about twenty-three million 
tons. Drought conditions in many parts of the world, and a widespread 
shortage of fertilizers during the past two years have also contributed to 
the present scarcity of cereal grains. 

The Canadian Wheat Board recently announced

Prompt Action try were only about half of what they had been 

* a year ago, but it appealed for prompt delivery of 

available wheat to elevators, to be made ready for shipment overseas. It 
is estimated that the world wheat deficit for the first half of this year 
will be over five million tons. By the time cf the next harvest, stocks of 
wheat are expected to be almost completely exhausted, and needs for next 
year will have to be met almost entirely from the current crop. Reports 
issued by the Emergency Economic Committee for Europe show that over 
two hundred and forty million people are now forced to exist on a diet 
far lower than the 2,650 calorie minimum set by the U.N.R.R.A. authorities. 
Under present conditions hunger and near starvation is the lot of these 
people, and it will be impossible for them to escape disease, which always 
attacks under these circumstances. The people of all countries who are 
in a position to expert food, will be called upon to make many sacrifices 
until the world situation improves, but there will be few who will not wish 
to do all that is possible to relieve the present crisis abroad.

Cattle Vaccine 

Canadian Shorthorn Association 
Pass Resolution 

A resolution asking the Dominion 
government to make available to 
approved veterinarians, free of 
charge, the vaccine used to inoculate 
cattle against tuberculosis was passed 
at the annual meeting of the Cana-1 
dian Shorthorn Association at Win- j 
nipeg. 

It also suggested that a certificate 
of vaccination be furnished to the 
owner of each calf injected. 

However, should the Dominion 
government net establish such a 
policy, the meeting asked that the 
provinces be given the authority per¬ 
mitting recognition of provincial cer¬ 
tificates in export trade. 

Acceptance of the association’s 
resolution wculd eliminate the neces¬ 
sity of blood tests in exporting cattle 
to the United States. Present vac¬ 
cination is not recognized by that 
country because it is not carried out 
by approved veterinarians.

FILM SHOWINGS 

To Help Solve The Problems Of | 
Canadian Farm Women 
One of the chief aims of the Na¬ 
tional Film Board’s Rural Circuits 
is to help solve the problems of Cana¬ 
dian farm women. As part of this 
program a new film, "Kitchen Come 
True”, is being shown in the rural 
areas of Canada to demonstrate how 
the old-fashioned farm kitchen may 
be transformed into an attractive 
and convenient centre for house¬ 
work. “Kitchen Come True” shows 
that on many farms where the barns 
and agricultural machinery 
to-date and efficient the housewife is 
still carrying on her domestic work 
with the methods and equipment of 
her grandmother. In this film the 
drawbacks of a typical old-style 
kitchen are pointed out, and ways of 
eliminating them are described in 
detail. Suggestions are given for the 
rrangement of furniture to save 
steps, for the provision of adequate 
clipboard space and fer getting rid 
of the common source of dirt and 
catch-all for rubbish. 

Several of the improvements shown 
this film depend on the availablity 
of hydro power. Films on rural elec¬ 
trification such as “Valley Of The 
Tennessee”, which the National Film 
Board has also shown on all its rural 
circuits are consequently being dis¬ 
tributed to encourage this first step 
towards better living conditions on 
the farm. 

The ideas demonstrated in most of 
the films shown on the "Rural Cir¬ 
cuits, however, may be more easily 
adopted than these lffrge scale plans. 
Canning methods, meal planning and 
the preparation of school lunches are 
among the subjects covered. District 
Home Economists frequently speak 
at showings of films connected with 
their special interests. 

Besides bringing information and 
new ideas to the individual house¬ 
wife, the Rural Circuits are making 
a contribution to the social life of 
women in farming districts. Wo¬ 
men's Institutes in many commun¬ 
ities are sponsoring the film show¬ 
ings, which have become a monthly 
feature of their programs. Special 
showings are also arranged on re¬ 
quest for Home and School Associa¬ 
tions and other organizations in 
which women play an important part
